We, tho people of Maine, have the 
good fortune to live in one of the. best 
States of the union for bo raising of; 
poultry and eggS for the market. Its 
good climate its bu tamer and, in these 
daya of vapid ttanslt, the facilities af* 
forded tot placing dressed poultry al¬ 
most immediately on .tho Boston mar* 
ket give a are opportunity to the 
poultryman. 

Thero aro in Maine many farms 
which could ha vary cheaply bought, 
farms of little or so value for stock- 
raising, which could be very well 
adapted to tho poultry business. While 
it is true that nearly all 1 farmers and 
villagers keep a few hens as a side 
line of their business, comparatively 
few make them their means of support, 
ami not many would realize that nearly 
three million dollars’ worth of poultry 
and eggs are raised annually in this 
State, far exceeding the combined 
orchard and grain products'.

her Baldwin apples.

A vorj- important feature to a 
woman ’» appearance, is: a correct car¬ 
riage. How many times wp sCp wopien 
ftnd girls standing and walking ip qnj 
indolent manner. Nothing jfi so unbe¬ 
coming, If a few simple physical Cul- 
ture exorcises are persevered in for a 
short time it will be perfectly natural I 
tor you tp attain a graeoful and correct 
"manner pf walking and standing. 
Whpn walking, keep the f ace and cheat 
well over the advancing feet, the chin 
up, but npt tilted, and, stop lightly 
' Upon the balls or cushions of the feet. 
Observe these points during the winter 
■ wonths. It may seem a jjttlo hard at 
first, but by spring time walking cor* 
i rectly will be oxbilarating for you, 

\ If you have a weak back or suffer 
with buck-ache, practice the following 

- exorcise: Stand erect, mow touch, the 
floor with the fingers to the loft of 
the loft foot—now stand erect again, 
now touch the floor with the fingers to 
the right of the right foot; stand erect 
hands down on the; sides. This exorcise 
Will strengthen the back and the waist 

h line. Take these exercises slowly at 
first until ypu become’ accustomed to 

• them. If yon are too stout this wili 
have a. tendency to fcduco superfluous 

; fat. If you arc too thiij, they will in¬ 
crease the strength of the muscles and 
n add health and flesh to the tissues. 

If yopr arms are too thin, rub them 
with a good flesh food' or fine olive 
oil, rubbing from the wrist up to the 
shoulder. I would like to say hero that 
1 I heartily endorse the advice r.nd 
1 opinions of bur leading physicians in 
advocating the internal use of fine olive 

• oil—one teaspoonful (or tnoro) after: 
each meal. 

Do not be afraid that exercising 
1 moderately will make the arms thinner; 

' it is only vory oxcossive exercise that 
reduces the flesh. A, fine exercine for 
1 developing the beauty of the body is— 

• stand erect firmly upon the balls of 

- the foot, letting your arms fall at the 
sides—now stretch the firms Upward ns 

’ far as you can reach standing firmly—- 

• now let- the arms down ns far as you 
' can at tho sides—now throw the head 

backward toward tho back of the neck, 

• let tho arms ascend taking a long 
' breath whilo doing .o, then bring the 

• arms back again slowly to the original 
position (down). The breath should be 
expelled slowly while tho arms descend, 

> Do this until tired. 

Bathing is another important feature 
to health, strength and beauty. Warm 
’ baths should bo taken at night, cold 
1 baths in the morning. To take a cold 

• sponge bath, begin by first wetting the 
chest, and work very rapidly—then rub 
vigorously with n coarse towel until 

‘ perfectly dry. Those who have wonk 

• physiques should refrain from taking 
' very hot or very cold baths; tho sponge 

• baths arc best for them. The vapor, 

• or dry heat baths are vory beneficial 
‘ in some cases, but should not bo in* 

! dulgcd in too often, (especially in 

cases of weak heart action,) and care 
» should bo taken to prevent taking cold 
during the winter months. 

_ There arc many good exorcises to 
promote health and graeoful beauty, 
but those I have enlarged upon, the 
continued practice of deep breathing, 
and the acquired art of a correct car¬ 
riage, will answer for the present. We. 
can nil attain a degree of perfection 

• by ambitious perseverance, no matter 
how few our opportunities, if wo have 
the desire and, energy to ranko an much 
as possible of ourselves. Wo need not J 
leave this culture and training to our 
schools—let us bring it into onr own 
homes. Patti says, “Grow younger, as 
you grow older, by cultivating love of 
ft healthy body. Keep tho mind dear 
of worry and the body free from un¬ 
necessary food. Live with greatest 
regularity and moderation, taking sys¬ 
tematic exercise."

It has been noted 
that, the average young man an< 
woman upon leaving our public 

cd private schools, at the pres¬ 
ent ti e, are not as well formed 
as were, their father and moth 
ers, regarding things of a genera 
nature. They may have much 
technical knowledge and know 
a great many things their parents 
did not, (one is almost tempted to 
my with the humorist, hat ‘‘they 
know a great many things that 
aint so,**) but of the fundamental 
principles of things they are not 
nearly as well equipped as their 
parents. ■ 

There has also been a great de¬ 
cline in the oratorical ability in 
the public Speakers of the 
younger generation. In our opin¬ 
ion' the lack of Lyceum privileges, 
and the over surplus of cheap 
shows, is-largely responsible for 
the unfortunate change.

Among the natural born stu¬ 
dents,—the persistent thinkers,— 
the great increase in excellent 
literature has unfortunately 
taken the place of the forum. 
They will return to tho forum bet¬ 
ter equipped beenute of the better 
literature. 

We have, during the past gen¬ 
eration, taken nearly as many 
foreign horn people into the 
United States, as there were na¬ 
tive born at the outbreak of the 
Civil War. Many of them have 
brought to ns new ideas of which 
we want to know more.
